Messrs. Cocbran Krotheri of tbis 
city have perfected all their arrange- 
ments and building plans and speclS- 
cationa will be given out to contrac- 
tors thIa weak tor the ^llon of a 
modern steam-tnrbo electrlo generat- 
ing power plant building, coal bunk- 
ers, etc., to be erected on thcf lot of 
ground situated just East of and ad- 
joining the Maysville Cotton Mills of 
January ft Wood Co., but separated 
from the main Cotton Mill buldlngs by 
a drirevay and ezteiMliif atong Vine 
or Gray Alley from Second atreet to 
C. & 0. Railroad. 

The Power Station Building proper 
will be located on Vine or Gray Alley 
about half way between 'Second atreet 
and C. & 0. Railroad. It will be of at- 
tractive, modern design and with up to 
date equipment for most economical 
steam and electrical generation. In 
the Btation will be provided space t6r 
future estanaion when needed. In 
general tbe station will consist of 
modern boiler plant with 750 K\V. or 
1,000 Horse Power steam-turbo gen- 
erating units in a separate room, tbe 
basement of which, containing con 
denaing equipment, pumpa, etc., will 
bo on level with boiler room floor and 
open into same. Tbe turbo gener 
ators will exhaust into condensers 
circulating water for which will be 
coolrd by a shallow spray pond lo- 
cated South of Plant building, but 
back ' some distance from -Second 
atreet Thia pond or.aprAy pan win 
bo more onwmental than otherwise 
having the effect of a fountain in tlx 
yard. Water Is thus over and over 
becoming distilled ami causing 
scale In boilers. Tbe only water pur- 
chased or provided Is to Wplace that 
lost by evaporation. 

To the North of Station and between 
the building and C. & O. Railroad sid 
Ing will be located coal bunkera witb 
capacity for storage of alx months 
supply of coal. Faollltlea for unload 
ing coal will bo designed for the 
greatest economy and efflcienoy in 
handling coal from cars or barj^es in 
tho storage plant. A superior advant 
age of the site is that coal from C. & 
0. or river can be unloaded and atored 
with equal ease and efTlclency. 

The re-enforced concrete floor of 
that portion of plant containing all 
electrical equipment will be from two 
to three feet above the level of the 
1918 flood. 

The boiler room floor will be much 
lower and level with the yard or floor 
of coal bunkers. Around the entire 
plant building and coal bunkers, how- 
ever, will be run a oontinuona and un- 
broken ra.«ntoraed oonorete wall that 
will keep all flood water out to above 
191S level. Tb provide for any pos- 
sible aeepage during floods several 
pjimp pita connected to an ejector pit 
in boUer aoom will ha provided. 

Preliminary anrveya and plans have 
been under eonalderatlon for acme 
time past resulting in decision several 
months ago to build the plant this 
year. Practically all of the equip- 
ment of tbe plant has been contracted 
ter. 

A new oompany will be* formed and 
incorpated to own and operate the 
Power Plant. Contracts for the en- 
tire-out-put of the Plant have been 
agreed upon with January & Wood 
Co., Maysville Gas Co., and Maysville 
Street Railroad and Traaafer (fo., A 
2.100 Volt, «e Cycle, 2 Phaae Alternat- 
ing Current will be generated and de- 
livered to the above companieB at the 
terffllnals of the Switchboard In the 
Tower Plant. 

January ft Wood Co. wlll >inatall 
motora and oonvart all Ita power re- 
quirements to electric motor drive. 
After having been expanded from 200 
pounds to 10 pounds pressure for gen- 
erating electric power, steam will be 
extracted and sold January ft Wood 
Co. at 10 pouada preaanre for their 
heating and dyeing reqoirementa. 
When there is no demand for low 
pressure steam in the Cotton Mill all 
the steam will pass through all stages 
of the turbine and Into condensers at 
28" Vacuum Returns from the mill 
heating and dye honaa intenM will be 
oarriad baek to plaat .aad eondei^pa- 
tion fad to bollera. 

The Maysville Gas Co. will change 
its distribution system from 3 Phase 
to 3 Phase, tiifi latter being the more 
modem and standard. The obtaining 
of ita aewea tt mpf Ijr at the aew aite 
Inalaad of the oM plaat will bave the 
eiroot of doubling the carrying ca- 
pacity of |li lis present overhead cop- 
per In main distributing eIrculiH on 
sroount of Ibe d|slanoe saved in trans- 
mission. 

The new Plant Is prinarlly iaslga- 
ed for pvblifl ■ervtee aad «tU be a 
great aaset to the City of Maysvllls. 
No eily of 60,000 iohabHanu will bava 
any better.
